BULLET 


Brings Death To Stuart 
R. Young. 


COULO NOT FACE CHARGE 


Of Shortage In Accounts 
As Treasurer 


A double-header Immigrant train and a 
Wabash express train met head on near 
8eneca, Mich., last night, and as many 
as 150 people may have been killed. 
Every person In the five or six coaches 
of the immigrant train wal lost, the 
wreckage having taken Are and burned 
before rescue could be attempted. Foup^ 
bodies have been recovered from the 
ruins of the express train. Both trains 
were under full headway, and the wreck 
was complete. . 

Stuart ft. Young, former City Treas¬ 
urer, committed suicide last evening at 
6 o'clock b>^ shooting himself through 
the brain with a 3S-ealibt*r Smith & 
Wesson revolver. His body was found 
a few minutes later lying In a pile of 
cinder* near the river front, between 
Sixth and Seventh streets. It Is be¬ 
lieved that, having been drinking heav¬ 
ily. he was not In a mood to bear the 
disclosure of a shortage in his ac¬ 
counts. thus far estimated at $23,300. 

In a letter to the Commercial Club, 
Gen. Gillespie, chief of the Bureau of 
Engineers at Washington, say* that the 
engineer's office will be re-established In 
Louisville as soon as the next Rivers 
and Harbors Bill passes Congress and 
an engineer of the proper rank is 
available.

Secretary Hay has received a dispatch 
from Constantinople repeating a rumor 
of the death of Miss Ellen Stone and 
her companion in captivity, Madame 
Tsllka. 


Stuart Robinson Young, former City 
Treasurer, former Assistant Postmaster 
of Louisville, clubman, and a bride¬ 
groom of but a few’ tveek*. took hls own 
life last night by shooting himself 
through the brain with a SS-coJlbcr 
Smith Sc Wesson revolver. 

Mr. Young retired from office about 
ten days ago and an examination of 
hls accounts has revealed a shortage of 
about $23,300. though the exact amount 
ha* not been officially ascertained. Al¬ 
though friends stood ready to make 
good every dollAr. he was not able to 
stand the threatened exposure. For 
several days he had been drinking 
rather heavily and was In no condi¬ 
tion when the crisis was reached to 
endure the shame. In this mood, he 
rashly ended hls life before hls friends 
had an opportunity to come to his as¬ 
sistance. although offers of help were 
made when the first rumors of trouble 
began to circulate. 

The deed was committed about 6 
o'clock. The report of a revolver was 
heard and the former Treasurer a mo¬ 
ment later w’as lying dead in the rear 
of the warehouse of J. M. Robinson, 
Norton Sc Co., In the common near the 
river front between Sixth and Seventh 
streets. Two newsboys, who had sold 
him paper* dally for several years, were 
the last to see him alive. They sum¬ 
moned "Kid" Johnson, a hackman, who 
had been a devoted friend of Mr. 
Young. The hackman ran In Sixth 
street and around behind the ware¬ 
house. In the shadow of the big build¬ 
ing the body of a man lay with hls 
face downward In a heap of cinders. 
The spot was dark, the light from the 
Seventh-street depot being cut off by 
tw’o empty box cars standing on a side¬ 
track betw’ecn the warehouse and the 
river. Johnson fell to hls knees and put 
his arms around the man. 

“Get up, Mr. Young,’’ he cried, but 
no reply came. He then felt hi* pulse. 
The wrist was cold and circulation had 
stopped. 

“He's dead." said Johnson, springing 
to hls feet to give the alarm. There, 
within 200 yards of the big Horse Show 
building, In which three months before 
he was master of ceremonies at the 
grand ball given In honor of the 
Knights Templar. Mr. Young lay a 
corpse, a gaping bullet hole in hls 
head just behind the right ear. 
and hls face* blackened and cut 
by coal cinder*. In that build¬ 
ing he had directed the affair 
which proved to be Louisville's greatest 
social function. A revolver, coupled 
with hls Inability to face tils wife and 
friends with a stain upon hls name, 
changed this picture of gayety and so¬ 
cial supremacy to one tragic and de¬ 
plorable In ltB details.

Johnson hurried to a telephone and 
called up the residence of Col. Bennett 
H. Young, father of the dead man. 

Col. Young and Dr. John G. Cecil, a 
brother-in-law of the dead man’s father, 
hurried from their residence on Fourth 
avenue to the place where Johnson had 
said the body could be found. 

In the meantime Police Captain Ed 
Bright and Lieu!. Steve Wickham had ’ 
been notified and were keeping a silent 
watch over the body. One of the first 
persons to Teach the body of Mr. Young 
was Mr. Tom Landrum, one of hi* 
closest friends. Mr. Landnim was com¬ 
pletely overcome and wept bitterly. He 
knelt over the body and between sob* 
said: "Poor boy, If you had only told 
us, we could have straightened out your 
trouble.*' Later Mr. Landrum said; *‘I 
don't believe he was short. Poor fellow, 
he wa* a good frleud and was hi* own 
worst enemy.” 

Col. Young and Dr. Cedi arrived at

Mr. Young wore a dark gray suit of 


clothes, a light nlplne hat. & light over, 
coat and patent-leather shoes. In hts 
pockets were a razor, two letters, a gold 
watch and Masonic charm and a pho¬ 
tograph of hls wife, which he carried 
In a case in an Inside vest pocket di¬ 
rectly over hls heart. 

The body of Mr. Young was removed 
to the undertaking establishment of J. 
C. King & Co., at 533 Second street, 
where it was prepared for burial. 

While the body was being dressed nu¬ 
merous city officials. Masons, and prom¬ 
inent ci-tlsens called to offer their serv. 

Ices and sympathy. 

• • • 

Mrs. Young Prostrated. 

For hour* after the death of her hus¬ 
band. Mrs. Young was crushed by the 
blow. Nothing was told her beyond 
the mere fact of hls death until Dr. Ce¬ 
di returned from King’s undertaking 
establishment, where the body had been 
taken soon after It was found. It fell 
to Dr. Cedi's lot to tell the young wire 
all the details of her husband's tragic 
end. The shock was overwhelming and 
for some time the physician found It 
necessary to give Mr*. Young hls closest 
attention. 

The large darkened hallway at the 
Young home was filled with young 
men. middle-aged buslnes men and 
grizzled Confederate Veteran*, who 
had come to offer to do anything In 
their power. Nor had they waited un¬ 
til the news of Stuart Young's death 
had reached them. When the publica¬ 
tion of the possibility of a shortage was 
made yesterday, men in all walks of life 
declared tha* they did not believe thai 
the suspicion* against Stuart R. Young 
could be true, but that they stood ready 
to make good very cent of any defi¬ 
ciency In hls accounts. 

One old Confederate who saw OoL 
Young about 6 o'clock In the afternoon 
offered to sign a check which the Colo¬ 
nel wa* to make out for any amount he 
saw fit. Other Confederate soldiers 
promised their fullest aid if It were 
needed. 

Men who were associated with Mr. 
Young In politics, men who knew him 
a* a club man or Mason, all w’ere loyal 
In refusing to believe 111 of him, and vol¬ 
unteering their servlets If they were 
needed. The report came a* a thunder¬ 
bolt to all except the few meet at the 
City Hall w’ho were aware of the delay 
In the transfer of the office and a few 
newspaper men who had heard rumors 
which no one would corroborate. 

To thousands in Louisville who 
knew Stuart Young personally, or who 
knew of him. the story was almost in- 
credlMe. On every street comer, when 
the fact of hls death by hls own hand 
became known, men stopped to talk of 
It. Every Incident having the remotest 
bearing on the matter was eagerly dis¬ 
cussed. 

• • • 

Brother Hurrying This Way. 

While Stuart Young's friends were 
standing by him. hls brother. Law-rence, 
wa* hurrying from Chicago with the de¬ 
termination of straightening out every¬ 
thing which might tend to cast sus¬ 
picion on hi* brother's name. Hls com¬ 
ing was due to & message received early 
In the afternoon saying that Stuart 
could not be found, and that his bonds¬ 
men had become uneasy over reports of 
a shortage. Lawrence Young s reply 
wa* that he would leave that night and 
be In Louisville this morning to make 
everything right. When he reaches 
here this morning he will learn that the 
brother he loved so well ha* taken from 
him ail power to give him aid. 

Mr*. B. M. Allison. Stuart Young’s 
only sister, reached Louisville from Cin¬ 
cinnati last night, having learned of 
the tragedy In time to catch the evening 
train over the Louisville and Naahvllle 
road- 

• • • 

Incident of a Pistol. 

On Tuesday night Mr. Young went 
to the Clerk'* office at the Louisville 
Hotel, and said: "I want to leave my 
revolver here. My wife never likes for 
me to have It In my room. She** afraid 
of any sort of a weapon.’* 

Yesterday morning he called at the 
office and got the revolver. It was the 
same one with which he shot himself. 

• • • 

Insured For $10,000. 

Mr. Young carried $10,000 Insurance 
on bis life, payable to hls wife. He 
took the Insurance Just after he wa* 
married. Of this amount $5,000 Is in 
the New York Life Insurance Company 
and $5,000 In the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of Kentucky. 

SHORTAGE ABOUT $23,000. 

Figures Developed By Accountants' 
Investigation. 

Mayor Grainger was seen last night 
by a Courier-Journal reporter and he 
made the following statement: 

•‘The examiner* of Mr. Young’* book* 
pent me word this afternoon about 2:15 
o'clock that they wanted to see me In 
the committee room, where they were 
working on the books. 1 went there 

and theexamlnerstold methut they hod 
found certain items In Mr. Young’s 
books, which they could not under¬ 
stand and they asked that I send for 
him. 

"The Items which the examiner* could 
not adjust were Mr. Young's statement 
r>f his accounts In the Union National 
Bank and the Southern National Bank. 
These figures, us I remember them ap¬ 
proximately. were: 

•’Southern National Bank: 

Young’s figures .,....$31,000 

Bank’s figures . 73.000 

Discrepancy . fH.000 

"Union National Bank: 

Young’s figures ... 

Bank’* figures .. 33.600 

Discrepancy .$15,300 

"This approximate discrepancy In the

HUNDREDS PERISH. 

IN WABASH WRECK 

% 

Express and Immigrant 
Trains Meet At Full 
Speed. 


DEAD MAY REACH 150 OR MORE. 


Every Person On Immigrant Train 
Met Death By Shock Or Fire. 


MANY ROASTED BODIES RECOVERED 


Detroit, Mich., Nov. 27.—An Immigrant 
train, with two engines, west-bound, 
collided, under a full head of steam, 
with an east-bound train on the 
Wabash railroad to-night, about one 
mile from Seneca. The result was that 
five or six coaches on the emigrant 
train were crushed, and it* passengers^ 
probably numbering as many as 150 
people, were killed or Injured In a mo¬ 
ment, while one coach on the other 
train, the Continental Limited, which 
consisted of a parlor car, dining car 
and a baggage car. was also telescoped, 
and four dead bodies have been taken 
from its ruins. 

It 1 b not known how many people 
there were on the immigrant train, hut 
the death list will be anyw’here from 
sixty to one hundred and fifty. 

• • • 

Fire Followed the Crash. 


The people on that train w’ere caught 
like rats In a trap and crushed. The 
wveck caught Ore. and those who were 
not Instantly killed were slowly roasted 
to death, and none of the few spectators 
who hastily gathered from the farm¬ 
houses nearby w*ere able to afford aid. 
The whole Immigrant train w’as soon 
consumed by the flames, and every per¬ 
son on that train. It is reported now, 
was killed. 

Farmer* residing along the track rush¬ 
ed In on the blazing mass to rescue 
those whom they thought might be 
alive. The bodies hauled out of the 
w-reck were taken to nearby farm¬ 
houses. vrhich are filled with dead, and 
a large number of Injured were taken 

to & hospital at Peru, Ind. 

• • • 

Many Bodies Recovered. 

Along the track, long lines of burned 
bodies He covered with blanket*, pre¬ 
senting a grewsume sight. It may be 
possible that the exact number of killed 
or who they are will never be knowm. 
At present, It Is Impossible to get any¬ 
thing like a list of the Injured or dead 
from Seneca. 

It Is sold here that the accident was 
the result of a misunderstanding of 
orders. It Is reported In Seneca that 
the east-bound train should have wait¬ 
ed at Seneca station, and the Immigrant 
train should have taken the siding. This 
was not done. Then the crash came. 

The net result 1* that the immigrant 
train Is burned, the engines are com¬ 


plete wrecks on both train*, and on the 
east-bound train the coach between the 
dining car and the baggage car la 

crushed Into kindling wood. 

• • • 

Many Physicians Go To Scene. 


Many physicians from Detroit have 
gone to the scene. 

The Continental Limited was In 
Charge of Engineer Strong and Conduc¬ 
tor Martin. The o her train, a double- 
header, was In charge of Engineer 
Work. Engineer Parks and Conductor 
Charles Troll. 

The track at the point where the col¬ 
lision occurred was straight, and at first 
the officials could not understand how 
the accident could have happened. The 
west-bound train, which ordinarily 
leaves Detroit at 2:30 o’clock, was two 
hour* late, leaving at 4:20. The two 
trgfcns meet at Montpelier. Ohio, as- 
cording to schedule, but the limited had 
orders to meet the w’est-hound train at 
iSericca. 

• • • 

Orders Were Disobeyed. 


The blame Is, therefore, placed on the 
conductor or engineer of the limited. 
Had this train been held at Seneca 
fcNr accident would not hare btfcuYfed.* 

The train was due at Seneca at 6:43 
according to the change In schedule, 
but apparently order* to await were 
disobeyed, and the probabilities are 
that the true story of why will never be 
told, as the train crews undoubtedly 
met Instant death. 

Advices from the w’reck at midnight 
state that the country for miles around 
is lighted up by the burning cars and 
that the flame* could not be quenched 
because of lack of proper apparatus. 
Mangled bodies were picked up along 
the track by the farmers before a spe¬ 
cial relief train sent from Adrian 
reached the scene. In some Instances 
the bodies were mangled beyond all 
recognition. The bodies which the res¬ 
cuers managed to pull from the burn¬ 
ing ruins of the Immigrant cars were 
so badly burned that their Identity will 
probably never be ascertained. 

• * • 

Hospitals Filled With Injured. 

When the special train bearing ths 
wounded reached Adrian, the Injured 
were carried In ambulances, drays and 
delivery wagons to the hospitals until 
they were filled and private residences 
In the neighborhood were pressed into 
service. 

Of the long list of dead, only one name 
Is known here at present. This Is M ss 
Dido Dentzed, of Tnpperviile, Out. Shy 
wa* alive when rescuers r-ached her 
and with her expiring breathe said: 

"Notify William Moore." That was 
all. 

At midnight, owing to the Imperfect 
facilities for getting news. It does not 
seem likely that a complete list, of me 
dead and Injured, or any of tho detal * 
of the wreck will be at hand before to¬ 
morrow morning. It Is estimated that 
upwards of 500 persons were on the 
two trains. 


"I sent my secretary. Mr. Craig, 
about 3 o'clock to And Mr. Young and 
tell him that I was desirous that he 
comeand see meatonce. Mr.Craig went 
to the Louisville Hotel and Mrs. Young 
sent him word that he was not there. 
She did not know where he was. but 
thought that he was at hls father's of¬ 
fice. 

"Mr. Young did not come to see me 
and finally about 6:15 I sent him a note 
saying that I wished to see him on a 
matter of great Importance and that l 
would wait In my office until 6 o’clock 
for him. I waited until 6:16, but he did 
not come.” 

SAW HIM FIRE THE SHOT. 

Two Newsboys the Last Persons To 
Speak To Mr. Young. 

A newsboy whom Stuart R. Young 
had befriended and who had sold him 
papers for year* was the first to reach 
the body after the fatal shot. 

In hig own way little Ed Mealy, who 
was the last to speak to Mr. Young, 
told a Oourler-JoumaJ reporter of their 
meeting, their parting and the end. 

Ed HeaJy and hls fartner, Charlie 
Alford, are newsboy* and as bright as 
any of that Rtt&rp calling. 

"Me and my pardner," said Ed, "were 
standln' on the corner of Sixth and 
Main a little bit after 6 o'clock when 
we saw Mr. Young cornin’ in Sixth 
street. He wasn’t walkin' fast nor slow, 
but Just medium. You know. I sold 
him a paper ev’ry day. We run down 
Main street to meet a man and then 
Mr. Young turned the corner. I reckon 
we was about half way from Sixth 
street to the Louisville Hotel when he 
came up with us. 

"'Paper, Mr. Young?* says I. 

"Mr. Young said: ’Thunk*, Ed.' Hs 


was so white I thought he might be 
goto' to faint. We all stood there, Char¬ 
lie and me, lookin' at him. and he was 
looking above us far away off some¬ 
where*. Once he started down toward 
the Louisville Hotel. Then he stopped 
after a few steps, turned and cam® 
back. He passed us. still lookin' so 
funny, and went down Sixth street 
toward the river. 

" 'That man looks so queer, he m'ght 
kill himself or somethin*.' says Charlie. 
'Let's follow him.* 

"Then we run ov*r to the west side of 
Sixth street and hid behind a line of 
boxes. Mr. Young was on the east 
side. He kept watchln' to see If any¬ 
body was f offering him. When he gut 
to the corner of the alley he stood tor 
a long while looking up the street. \Ve» 
wa* hid Just across the street from him. 

"By-and-by he went down the alley. 
We couldn't follow him then, 'cause he d 
a seen us, so we jest peeped at hint 
from around the corner. IK* went oh 
and on and on until he Jest reached the 
other end. You could see him standln* 
nut against the light down there. He 
kinder stood still there a long time. Ilka 
someone studying, and then he stepped 
off to the right Into that little common. 

" 'Let’s feller him,’ says Charlie, and 
right then we heard a shot. Jt wasn’t 
very loud, but we known) where It com# 
from. 

" 'We'd better git someone,' I says, 
and we run fast os we could up to Sixth 
street and got Kid Johnson. Then all 
of us run back Again as fast as we could. 
We run through the alley and out In th* 
little common, and there wa* Mr. Y<>ung. 
He was on his face with one hand un- 
der him and the other above hls head. 
When they turned him over he W 3 S dead 
with the blood cornin' out under hls 
right ear. The pistol was under him. 

"A big crowd got around, and on* 
roan walking up ond dowui. said: ‘If 
he'd Just let u* know, he needn’t have 
done this.' 

"Some of them were talking about a 
doctor, and at last a white-haired gen¬ 


tleman came through the crowd raying: 
‘He's my boy.' " 

WELL-LIKED YOUNG MAN. 

Popular At College, Prominent tn 
Society and Leader In Brief Po¬ 
litical Career. 

Stuart R, Young, who was thirty- 
four years of age on the flrst of August 
last, wa* the second In a family of four 
children. 

8hortly after hls father'* return to 
Louisville, after the Civil War. 
Stuart Young was born In the 
family home of the Robinsons. In 
what Is now Central Park. He was 
two year* older than hi* brother Law¬ 
rence. who was older by that much 
than the fourth child, a daughter, who 
died when eighteen year* of age. 

As a boy. Stuart Young was a hand¬ 
some. manly fellow, with more liking for 
boyish pranks than for hls hooks. Hls 
mind was quick and active however, 
and he succeeded in tilting himself un¬ 
der the instruction of Prof. Chenautt. 
whose private* school he attended, to 
pass successfully the entrance exam¬ 
inations to Princeton University. At 
Princeton he took an active part In 
athletics and was a member of the 
'vaisity football squad and of the nine. 

Hls younger brother. Lawrence, was 
Princeton's moat famous pitcher, and 
Stuart Young formed the other end of 
the battery which wms chiefly respon¬ 
sible for Princeton’s winning the cham¬ 
pionship in baseball. At the close of 
the session the brothers were offered 
positions with the New York National 
League team, which they refused. Both 
were prominent In the social life of 
Princeton, belonging to the most ex¬ 
clusive clubs In ihe University. 

• • • y 

Went Into Business. 


After three years spent at Princeton 
Stuart Young returned to Louisville 
and began hls business career with the 
Collins Varnish Company. Resigning 
from that position Mr. Young was asso¬ 
ciated with his father, who held large 
Interests In the Brandenburg salt 
w’orks. 

• • • 

Enters Post-office Department. 

It was at that time that Mr. Chas. P.

27.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States to-day 
listened to argument In a case which 
may decide the right of the Governor 
of Indiana to decline to return ex-Oov. 
Taylor, of Kentucky, and Charles Fin¬ 
ley to their native State (Kentucky) 
for trial The question of extradition 
from one State to another Is Involved. 

Beniamin I). Greene, John F. Gaynor. 
William T. Gaynor and Edward F. 
Gaynor were Indicted at Savannah, 
Ga., charged with having conspired 
with former Capt. Carter, of the United 
States army to defraud the Govern¬ 
ment. The defendants all live In the 
State of New York. To prevent ex¬ 
tradition t* Georgia for trial, they ap¬ 
plied to Judge Lacorabe, of the United 
State* Court for the Southern district 
of New York for a writ of habeas cor¬ 
pus. and when it was denied they ap¬ 
pealed to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

T1»** question Involved was never be¬ 
fore presented to the Supreme Court. 
Th« decision Is *-xpei*ted to lay down a 
rule that must lx* adhered to In extra¬ 
dition controversies between States. 
David B. Hill Is representing the in¬ 
dicted men In the argument and the 
Government I* represented by Solicitor 
Gen. Richards. 

In thl* case th** legality of the In¬ 
dictment Is In question because, ns It 
alleges, the grand Jury was not drawn 
and impaneled According to law It Is 
also asserted that there are defects In 
the Indictment which warrant the de¬ 
fendants In resisting extradition. 

Kentucky lawyers are here watching 
the case with keen Intfear and express 
the belief that the decision, w’hen It 
come*. will be of fucb character that 
the Governor of Indiana can be re¬ 
quired to surrender Tnylor and Finley.

BUSY SCENE AT NORTONVILLE. 


One Building Completed and Another 
One Is Already Projected. 


CAN REMAIN IF WELL BEHAVED 


Madison rill t, Ky.. Nov. 27. —[Special.) 
—The twenty-one unhn miners arr*stfd 
last Sunday when the union camp at 
Nortonvllle was dispersed, and wvio 
have been In Jail here since, were re¬ 
leased from custody this afternoon upon 
their own recognizance to appear before 
the ^Circuit Court and answer any in¬ 
dictment returned by the nexft grand 
Jury. The examining trial wa* called 
before County Judge Hall this morning. 
A large crowd, chiefly union miners, 
was In town, attracted by the trial. 
Every one In the courtroom was sub¬ 
jected to a search for weapons by dep¬ 
uty sheriffs. This wa* done to prevent 
any trouble that might arise, growing 
out of the ill feeling caused by tne 
strike situation. 

The prisoners were all brought Into 
court guarded by deputy sheriffs. They 
were charged with confederating and 
handing together for the purpose of 
alarming and Intimidating the non¬ 
union miners of Hopkins county. The 
defendants were represented by R. Is. 
Bradley, Everett Jennings and Jerreld 
Jonson. Firm Gordon, Cliff Waddell 
and County Attorney Morrow appeared 
for the prosecution. 

• • • 

Judge Vacatea the Bench. 

At the morning session the attorneys 
for the defendants filed an affidavit to 
the effect that they did not believe 
Judge Hall could give the defendants a 
fair and impartial trial, and for this 
reason asked him to vacate ih* bench. 
Without further ado Judge Hall grant¬ 
ed their Truest and Magistrate Jagoe 
was serirfor.* When*court reconvened at 
1:30 o'clock, the attorneys for both 
sides retired and conferred together. Af¬ 
ter a few minutes consultation the at¬ 
torneys tot the defense asked permis¬ 
sion to withdraw the affidavit swear¬ 
ing Judge Hall off the bench. This was 
done, and at the Instance of the prose¬ 
cution Judge Hall announced that he 
would recognize the twenty-one prison¬ 
ers under a personal bond of $100. The 
prisoners were then released. 

Outside of the court room a large 
crowd of union miners were In waiting 
and as the defendants fl*ed out of the 
room they were surrounded by the 
crowd and for fifteen minutes they were 
shaking hands. Many expressions, such 
as knew they couldn’t keep us," and 
"We have fixed them again," could be 
heard. All the defendants were glad to 
get out of Jail, although some of them 
said they would Just as soon be In Jail 
as camp. 

• • • 

Go To Camp Agkin. 


In conversation with the Courier- 
Journal representative one of the men 
said that, while he was glad to get out 
of Jail, he would go to the camp again 
If there was one in the county. "1 knew 
we would be released," said he, "for w r e 
have done nothing." 

When told that the grand Jury would 
have to para on hls case before It was 
finally disposed of. he said he did not 
care for that, as he did not believe the 
grand Jury could Indict any one for liv¬ 
ing In a tent. 'That Is all we are guilty 
of." he added. 

All the men returned to Nortonvllle 
this afternoon on the 4 o'clock train. 
When they arrived nt Nortonvllle they 
were met by a large crowd of union 
miners and their sympathizers and were 
heartily cheered. 

• • • 

Disorder On the Train. 


While on the train going to Norton¬ 
vllle several of the union miners who 
were here In attendance at the trial be¬ 
came so boisterous and unruly that the 
conductor could do nothing with them. 
He called Detective Harlan, of the Lou¬ 
isville and Nashville railroad, to hls as¬ 
sistance. and before order could be re¬ 
stored two of the union miners were 
knocked down, and a pistol was taken 
away from one of them. This ended the 
matter, but serious trouble was only 
narrowly averted, and the pass* ng rs 
on the train were badly frightened. Sev¬ 
eral arrests will likely be made us the 
result of this trouble, the names of all 
the persons implicated being known to 

the railroad officials. 

• • • 

Leaders To Be Arrested. 


Late this afternoon Charles Black¬ 
man. it union organizer, and one of 
President Wood’s chief lieutenants, was 
anested and lodged In Jail In default of 
bond of $500. Blackman was arrested 
on a warrant sworn out before County 
Judge Hall charging him with confed¬ 
erating and banding together with oth¬ 
ers for the purpo** of Intimidating 
nonunion miners. 

This is only the first of a number of 
arrest* of union leaders yet to be made. 
The Courier-Journal correspondent has 
excellent authority for stating that 
warrant* have been Irsued for the ar¬ 
rest of a half dozen or more of the 
union leaders high up In authority. The 
name* of the men were not made public 
by the authorities for fear they would 
leave the county. Among those for 
whbm It Is said warrants were Issued 
Is District President Wood.

Assessment Shows Slight 
Increase Over Last Year. 


STATE COMMISSION REPORTS 


FORTY-FOUB MILES MORE OF 
ROAD IN OPERATION. ' 


GROSS EARNINGS FALL SHORT. 


Several New Roads Are Included In 
the List For Taxation This 
Year. 


OTHER LINES ARE BUILDING. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Nov. * 27.—fSpecial.]— 
The State Railroad Commission to-day 
completed the work of assessing the 
tangible property of the various rail¬ 
road companies operating in Kentucky 
for the purposes of taxation. The re¬ 
port of the body filed with the Gover¬ 
nor this afternoon shows no material 
change from the assessment for the 
year 1900. 

The total assessment for this year 
Is 352.432,198. Last year It was $52,184.- 
787. The number of miles In operation 
this year Is 3,099 as compared with 3,055 
a year ago. The total gross earnings 
for 1901 Is about $200,000 short of last 
year, the earnings for this year being 
$23,795,414. as against $23,995,623 for the 
year 1900. The net earnings for 1901 


are $7,878,468. For 1900 they were $7,893.- 
353. The value of depots arid other 
property this year is $3,900,770, as 
against $3,845,795 for last year. 

• • • 

New Railroads. 

The new railroads included in the as¬ 
sessment tables of this year are the 
Camden Interstate Railway Company, 
a West Virginia electric road which 
has been extended seven and a half 
mfles into Boyd county; the Ohio and 
Kentucky Railroad Company, of twen¬ 
ty-five miles length operating through 
the counties of Morgan, Breathitt and 
Wolfe, and the Kentucky Western 
Railroad Company, which has built an 
eighteen-mile road In Webster county. 
Other new roads being built, but not 
completed before July 1, w*hen the com¬ 
panies make report to the State Com¬ 
mission under the law. are the Louis¬ 
ville. Anchorage and Pewee Valley 
Company, seventeen miles In length; 
the Georgetown and Lexington Electric 
Railway Company, twelve miles in 
length, and the Cadiz Railroad Com¬ 
pany In Trigg county, eleven miles 
lr ng.

Individual Assessment 

The main line of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company is as¬ 
sessed this year at $40,000, the valua¬ 
tion fixed by the commission last year. 
The Cincinnati division is assessed at 
$34,000 a mile, The Kentucky and In¬ 
diana Bridge Compaqy Is assessed at 
$20,000 per mile, and the bridge itstdf 
at $675,000. The Covington Short Route 
Railway is assessed at $23,000 a mile, 
as is the MaysvtUe and Big Sandy, a 
division of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad Company. The Cincinnati 
Southern is assessed at $27,000, and the 
Southern railway in Kentucky at $U,- 
ooo a mile.

When nt NortonviUe to-day the Cou¬ 
rier-Journal correspondent talked to 
several of the union leaders, and they 
all seemed to be expecting arrest. Be¬ 
fore the correspondent alighted from 
the buggy he was asked If the names 
of the men wanted had been made pub¬ 
lic. When told it had not been done 
when the correspondent left Madlson- 
vllle. one of the officials said they need 
not fear to make known the names of 
the men warrants had been issued for. 
“We are not going to run away. If 
they want us they can gel us. We have 
not Intimidated any one, and. being in¬ 
nocent of any crime, we are ready to an¬ 
swer any charge brought against ua. I 
have Information that warrants have 
been issued for a number of us and you 
can say we are not running away." 

President Wood, for whom. It is said, 
a warrant has been issued, left the city 
this morning. He is expected to return 
to-morrow evening. 

Abe Dorsey, a union miner, was ar¬ 
rested late to-night charged with in¬ 
timidation. In default of bond he was 
sent to Jail.

Hundred Men At Nortonville. 

Many ’conflicting reports have been 
sent out concerning the nttmher of union 
miners nov- at NortonviUe, and a? to 
what they were doing. When the Cou¬ 
rier-Journal correspondent v sited Nor¬ 
tonviUe this afternoon he found about 
fifty union miners at the depfi, among 
them many of the leading officials. At 
the site cf the old camping grounds, 
about half a mile south of the depot, 
about fifty or more men were seen. A 
number of men were at work on ** 
large frame building to be occupied by 
the union miners. Piles of lumber were 
stacked on Lhe ground. The man In 
charge of the building paid he expected 
to have It completed and'ready for oc¬ 
cupancy by to-morrow evening In con¬ 
versation with one of the men he said 
that most of the men were away attend¬ 
ing the funeral of one of their com¬ 
rades. He said there were nearly 300 
In all. 

"We expect to have this building com¬ 
pleted to-morrow.” he !=ald. "and will 
then begin on another." When asked 
the object of building the te'-us^s he 
siLd it was for the purpose of sheltering 
the union miners, saying many of them 
had no other place to go. 

"As soon ns possihle." he continued, 
"we will build several more houses, and 
we will move our wives and families 
here." 

It w.ts reported that a large number 
of the men at NortonviUe were armed, 
but if siK-h was the rase they had them 
concealed, 4? no arms were seen by the 
Courier-Journal correspondent. He was 
told, however, by a man there that the 
miners had their arms stored away In 
a vacant building near there. It Is 
known that a number of the union min¬ 
ers carried arms of various deserripti-ons 
last week, ranging from the old-fash¬ 
ioned musket to the latest improved 
Mau*er and Savage rlfl-. But not one 
of these was in sight to-day. 

a • • 

Judge Hall Awaits Developments. 

The Courier-Journal c 'rreepondent 
called cn County Judge Hail at his 
home this evening and asked him if he 
had decided wh&t action he would take 
against the union men at NortonviUe. 
He replied that he would do nothing 
until he had acquainted himself with 
the facts. He said that law and order 
must prevail in Hopkins county and 
tbut was all he wanted. Those who 
violated the law*, he said, would be se¬ 
verely punished. 

“Both sides must respect the law," 
he said. "Further than this. I have 
nrvthlng more to say at present." 1; 
is known, however, that should the 
union miners arm themselves and post 
pickets at day or night, such as wan 
the case before the camp was dispersed 
he will again order them to disband, and 
should they fall to obey his orders, he 
would again call on Gen. Murray and 
the State Guards to disperse them. If. 
after the miners occupy the buildings 
now* In course of construction, they be¬ 
have themselves, and do not attempt to 
Intimidate or molest any one. it Is not 
believed now that they would be Inter¬ 
fered with. This Is the opinion of near¬ 
ly every one.

Archbishop of Chicago, and I also retract 
anything l may have either said or writ¬ 
ten which could not be approved by the 
Catholic Church.

“The Cardinal thereupon further ad¬ 
vised with the Archbishop, and. a? soon 
ns the details are attended to. which 
will be within a day or two. the sen¬ 
tence of excommunication which was 
pronounced against Father Crowley 
will be recalled.”

Transfer will not be allowed from 
the position of rural free delivery car¬ 
rier to any other position in the classi¬ 
fied service.

A Lesson To the Trusts. 

The Pittsburg correspondent of the 
Journal of Commerce In dwelling upon 
the activity In the sheet steel mills and 
the great profit there is In sheets at 
present prices says that competition .s 
fast Increasing and that overproduction 
and a decline In values are being pre¬ 
dicted. He says that If the good time* 
continue, the present concerns ought to 
take out the cost of their plants within 
the next two years. Profits average 
about 50 per cent, at current prices and 
a six-mill sheet plant to cc?rt not over 
1250,000 ought to clear $150,000 per an¬ 
num The percentage of profit Is now 50 
per cent., and such inducements are of¬ 
fered lo capital to engage In the Indus¬ 
try that It Is possible it may be over¬ 
done. 

The following extract from this letter 
beat a cut the Idea that trusts must b« 
controlled by the natural laws of trade, 
gaj.. the writer:

I Exact./. A trust can suppress cotnpe.

Is made exceptionally profitable. So 
much money is seeking Investment and 
so many men have the knowledge and 
experience required tlisM It is Inevitable 
frerh competition should rpring up con¬ 
tinually. In the case cited fn the Jour¬ 
nal of Commerce It Is suggested that It 
will pay the steel corporation to buy 
odt this particular plan!, but this Jri a 
doubtful remedy, for there Is a limit to 
purchases. The American Sugar Re¬ 
fining Company is a conrploumis In¬ 
stance of the failure of the buylng-cut 
plan fo be long efficacious. In 1893 thw 
trust bought up till it owned »5 per 
cont. of the refining capacity, and now 
with the various Independent plant* 
coming Into production It has but hair. 
The &a?ne thing Is coming true In the 
case of the tobacco trust. The Ameri¬ 
can Tobacco Company has for some 
years been engaged In the task of mo¬ 
nopolizing the plug, smoking. c'.garetU 
and cigar Industries, but while it !• 
still buying up new plants fresh rivals 
are springing up everywhere. One $RV 
000,000 combination has been formed and 
there are hundreds of minor p'ants in 
this city, St. Louis. Chicago. Detroit 
and other tottacco centers. They are 
being started by experienced men with 
plenty of capital, and aa long as tobacco 
manufacturing is so profitable they will 
increase Excessive profits Bill have ti* 
go If there Is to be a tentative monop- 
o y, and absolute mom p>)y Is imp* ssfble. 


Two Reciprocity Treaties. 

The enemies of reciprocity that re- 
ciptooates are fond of holding up as a 
horrible example the reciprocity treaty 
negotiated by this country with Can¬ 
ada in 1854. Th^s was one of the most 
celebrated of our treaties of reciprocity. 
It tvae made by a Democratic adminis¬ 
tration, and Republicans refused to re¬ 
new* It. The reason for dls?i\KlitIpg it 
is therefore apparent. In the late man¬ 
ufacturers’ convention at Washington 
It was vigorously assailed by Mr. Chat* 
Heber Clark, of Philadelphia, w ho failed 
to tell the whole truth about it. 

The attack upon the Canadian treaty 
was made from the standpoint of the 
balance of trade. The protectionist 
claim i« that exports only are desir¬ 
able. Imports are to be avoided. Hence 
whatever promotes exports and cheeks 
imports Is good, and vice versa. This Is 
the point of view from which the treaty 
has bean assailed. Mr. Clark objected 
thait Canadian exports Increased under 
the treaty more than those of the Unit¬ 
ed States. But that lacks a good deal 
of being the whole story. The fact Re¬ 
mains that our average exports to Can¬ 
ada under the treaty were larger than 
our imports from that quarter; that they 
were larger than they had been for 
some years before the treaty, and larger 
than they were for some years after It 
expired. 

As to the facts, the Bureau of Statis¬ 
tics of the Treasury Department, under 
a Republican administration, ought to 
be good authority. This bureau has re¬ 
cently* published statistics of reciprocity 
treaties, including that with Canada. 
It gives the Imports and exports of the 
two countries for some years before the 
treaty, during the treaty and for some 
years after the treaty. Negotiated In 
1S54, the treaty wint Into effect March 
16, 1855, and continued in force eleven 
years. The average yearly exports to 
Canada from 1850 until the treaty went 
Into effect were of the value of $15,000,- 
000, in round numbers. During the 
treaty our average exports were of the 
value of $25,000,000. After the expiration 
of the treaty, to 1870, Inclusive, the aver¬ 
age exports were of the value of $21,- 
000,000. This shows that exports to Can¬ 
ada were much lurger under the treaty 
than before or after. It is true that 
import* from Canada Increased during 
the same period. In round numbers, the 
average imports before the treaty were 
of the vaJue of $7,000,000, and under the 
treaty $24,000,000. But In the years after 
the treaty they did not decrease, but 
Increased to an average of $29,000,000. 
Thus, fr^n the standpoint of the pro¬ 
tectionist^ themselves, the treaty was 
a good thing. Under It our average ex¬ 
ports were greater than the imports, 
while in the four years following our 
ltn|*orts from Canada were greater than* 
the exports. This Is on the basis of 
good Republican statistics. 

Let us now look at a rec*procity treaty 
ihade and maintained by Republicans, 
namely, that with Hawaii. This went 
into effect September 9. 1876, and lasted 
until April 30, 1900. or until Hawaii be¬ 
came an American possession. In 1870, 
or six years before the reciprocity 
treaty, our Imports from Hawaii 
amounted to- something over a million 
dollars In value, and continued substan¬ 
tially the same until the treaty went 
Into force. In the fiscal year of 1877, 
only partly under the treaty, the Im¬ 
ports amounted to $2,500,000 In value, 
and Increased steadily until 1900, when 
they were worth nearly $21,000,000. As 
these imports consisted mainly of sugar, 
on which there was a heavy tariff near¬ 
ly all the time, the pacrlflce of revenue 
by this treaty was very great. In the 
twenty-four years Imports Increased to 
about twenty times their original di¬ 
mensions. 

It is true that In this time our ex¬ 
ports to Hawaii showed an increase, 
but the average bus much jmialh'r than 
that of the import*. In the fiscal year 
1870, six y^ars before the treaty, our 
exports to Hawutl were a little more 
than $800,000 In value By 1890 they had 
risen to $12,500,000. but In no previous 
year did they approach that sum. In 
1898 they were les*» than $6,000,000, and 
that trap more than they hud ever 
previously been. In general, our Im¬ 
ports under the treaty were three times I 
our exports, or more. In no years dur¬ 
ing the continuance of the treaty did 
our exports to Hawnli equal our import* 1 
from that eource. Judged by the pro- I 
tectlonist standard, thrrvlore, this 
treaty lo worthy of being h*ld up as a 1 
horrible exam,! ^ while the ir uty with 


Canada, by the token, was a 

good thing tor thv United States. 

Of course, it Is well enough under¬ 
stood by thlfl time that the Republicans 
are not sincere In their professions of 
devotion to reciprocity, but when they 
attempt to discredit a former treaty be¬ 
cause It wa« negotiated by Democrats, 
they must be held to the logic of their 
own admissions solemnly made on the 
records. 


Rural Free Delivery. 

The report of the First Assistant 
Postmaster General is decidedly en¬ 
couraging to the friends of free rural 
delivery. Mr. Johnson shows that the 
service has already become self-sus¬ 
taining and with a greater promise of 
Increased revenues than 1s held out by 
nny departmen! of the postal business. 
He estimate.* that the gain should b? 
three times as great from rural de¬ 
livery as lit the smaller offices and five 
times that from fourth-class post-offi 
res. When It Is remembered that the 
field is a virgin one and of unlim¬ 
ited capabilities. Mr. Johnson's asser¬ 
tion will not be questioned. It Is con¬ 
firmed by the history of practically all 
the rural delivery routes already estab¬ 
lished. Mr. Johnson himself says that 
every establishment of a route Is 
promptly follow*ed by a steady Income 
In the volume of mall delivered and col¬ 
lected. The educational Influence of 
the movement Is so great that It may 
be considered as practically unlimited. 
As the beneficiaries of the service are 
made up of the must deserving class of 
taxpayers, the agricultural classes, 
small farmers especially, the Govern¬ 
ment Is amply justified In its determi¬ 
nation to extend to them the advant¬ 
ages to which they are so manifestly 
entitled. 

Apropos of free rural delivery, It is 
well to urge the county fiscal author¬ 
ities to provide good county maps. 
These are needed not alone because re¬ 
quired by the Government for the es¬ 
tablishing of delivery routes, but be- 
rtuise indispensable to the county au¬ 
thorities. How* can a tax levy be made 
Intelligently without an accurate map? 
How* can new* roads be laid out and old 
ones Improved without the thorough 
knowledge that a map gives? A map 
Is one of those essentials w hich are dis¬ 
pensed with only to the Injury of those 
who use them and whose Interests are 
affected by the lack of them. The 
unique spectacle Is presented of the 
rich and populous county of Jefferson 
carrying out an elaborate plan of turn¬ 
pike purchase and improvement with¬ 
out the possession of a single trust¬ 
worthy map. The lack of this indis¬ 
pensable Instrument has held back the 
establishing of rural delivery routes, 
and Is still holding It back. Fortu¬ 
nately. as we understand, the Fiscal 
Court is preparing to remedy this, and 
It Is to be hoped will do so without 
more loss of time. Other counties 
which have not been more forehanded 
should immediately supply this press¬ 
ing want. The cost would be made up 
at once in both direct and indirect 
ways. 

The sale of $600,000 of 6 per cent, 
bonds by the city of San Juan. Porto 
Rico, at 3 per cent, premium Is Inter¬ 
esting because It Is ttie first notable in¬ 
stance of such an Investment In Porto 
Rican securities by American capital¬ 
ists. The Interest rate Is high, but Porto 
P-lco is a country which has Just had a 
change of allegiance from Spain to the 
United States and necessarily the in¬ 
vestment is subject to contingencies of 
various kinds. The fact that an AmerU 
can firm was willing to take the bonds 
after careful Investigation argues well 
for the stability of things in our new 
colonies. Quite a number of bond deal¬ 
ers Joined In the bidding. * We shall 
probably soon be chronicling similar 
Items from the Philippines and Cuba.

STREET CAR MEN INDICTED 

ON SERIOUS CHARGE. 


Employes of the New York Metro¬ 
politan Traction Company Ac¬ 
cused of Subornation of 
Perjury. 


New York. Nov. 27.—The grand Jury 
to-day presented indictments for subor¬ 
nation of perjury against three em¬ 
ployes of the Metropolitan Traction 
Company. Tlie Indictments grew out of 
the suit of the widow of Capt. George 
B. Rhodes, of the Seventh regiment, 
who w’us killed by a trolley car Jun? 10, 
1899. 

The men Indicted are Louis D. Julian, 
the chief investigator for the company; 
Daniel P. O’Connor, his assistant, and 
Robert Meece, a detective. The suit for 
damages resulted in a verdict of $37,500 
In favor of Mr*. Rhodes. A boy named 
Peter Kentstng. who was an important 
witness for tne plaintiff, subsequently 
made affidavit that he hud j erjured him¬ 
self In an attempt to reopen the case, 
which wax unsuccessful. 

It is said that afterward the boy call¬ 
ed on District Attorney Philbln and 
told him that he had been paid money 
to make the affidavit, so that the com¬ 
pany could reopen the case.

fTWO DISSENTING OPINIONS. 


Prank fort, Kr, Nov. 27 .-[Special.]— 
*The Court of Appeals to-day. in a dam- 
case from Che Henderson Circuit 
Court, construed the sections 4315-16 of 
JBie Statutes relating to the bond and 
liability of road contractors in coun¬ 
ties where the public roads are worked 
by taxation. The decision holds that 
the bond required of contractors for 
Jtho performance of duties does not ex¬ 
tend their liability beyond that of the 
gyverseer under the old law, and tha.: 
actions for damages to travelers over 
the roads cannot be maintained 
them. The ruling 1» an affirmance of 
the judgment of the court below. The 
opinion was written by Judge Hobs n, 
and Judge GufTy dissents from the 
whole opinion and Judge Dultelle from 
a part of it. 

The case In which the question was 
valsed was that of R. E. Moss against 
J. N. Rowlett and his bondsmen. Row¬ 
lett was a road contractor in Hender¬ 
son county under bond to the Road Su¬ 
pervisor. The appellant was Injured on 
«l section of the road being worked by 
^Rowlett, falling through a defective 
ftuddge. He sued for $1,500 damages In 
<ihe court below’ although the bond of 
fftowlett, In double the amount sped** 
Uled. amounted to only $050. The court 
below held that plaintiff could not re¬ 
cover. In affirming the judgment of the 
court below the court here, through 
Judge Hobson, said: “If the legislature 
bad In mind making the contra mr lia¬ 
ble for damag* such as are here sued 
lor. it is incredible that it would hav* 
provided a bond so Inadequate, which 
cn its face would lead the obligors u» 
fdgn It without suspicion that they win 
incurring such a liability. If appellant 
2dr**s may recover on this bond then 
everyone who Is delayed In his business 
or put to expense by reason of defects 
in &e road may likewise recover; and 
the result w'ould be that these bonds 
would be more onerous than perhaps 
any others known to the law; notwith¬ 
standing the fact that they are only 
conditional for the falihful performance 
erf the work. Previous to the pussag* 
of this act neither the Judge or justices 
composing <he County Court, or the 
county or the road overseer were Hate* 
to an action for damages by a traveler 
on a highway injured by reason of a 
defect in it."

FOR PRISONERS. 


Jailer Pflanz Gets Back At Unknown 
Man and Tells How Expense 
Is Paid. 


Jailer John R. Pflanz ts considerably 
annoyed at the manner in which some 
unknown man Is treating his purpose of 
giving the prisoners a Thanksgiving 
dinner. 

The man yesterday morning tele¬ 
phoned to Mr. Pflanz and asked him 
what right he had to feed the prisoners 
turkey and cranberry sauce. 

"I'd like to be a prisoner," sarcas¬ 
tically remarked the man at the other 
end of the line. 

"I wish you were, too,** replied Mr. 
Pflanz; "the dinner you ate wouldn't 
cost the State anything extra." 

The unknown then complained that 
his taxes were already too high and he 
didn't believe In increasing th*-m by 
feeding a lot of "nigger* and thugs" on 
turkey and pie. 

The custom of giving the prisoner* 
something extra on Thanksgiving is an 
old one. Mr. Pflanz has done it every 
year that he has been at the Jail and 
feels that be has done only his duty. 

"It doesn’t cost much," he said yester¬ 
day afumoon. "and I feel that 1 am en¬ 
titled to It. I’ll tell you who pays for it. 
The State gets one-fourth of all the 
1e<*n of this office. One-fourth of every 
dollar that comes In goes to the State. 
The State allows the other three-fourths 
for provisions and salaries. First of all. 
the provisions are paid for. Then come 
the salaries. If the three-fourths is not 
enough to pay for the provisions and 
the salaries the men tn my employ lose. 
They sometimes L*se. but they never 
gain, for all over the amount for sup¬ 
plies and salaries is turned Into the 
State treasury. I lose my per cent, of 
the salary with the rest. Now, if the 
month of November is a profitable one, 
why should not we be allowed to give 
the prisoners a happy day ?"

SINKING FUND COMMISSIONERS 
MAKE CHANGES. 


One Attorney and Two License In¬ 
spectors Will Be Chosen In 
December. 


On the motion of Mr. Harry Wels- 
slnger, the Sinking Fund Commission¬ 
ers met yesterday afternoon and 
changed the rules, restoring those un¬ 
der which the board was formerly gov¬ 
erned.

PRESIDENT WILL SEE IT. 

G.eat Interest Centered In the Army 

and Navy Football Game. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 27.—Preparations for 
the army and navy football game on 
Franklin field on Saturday, which will be 
witnessed by President Roosevelt, are rap¬ 
idly nearing completion. 

Never In »>>© history of football in this 
city has there been such a great demand 
for ticket*. All those who will see the 
gam© will be guests of e-ther the Unlver- 
tr.ly of Pennsylvania or of the academies, 
no tickets being sold for the contest. 
Following out its custom ot the past two 
y*.ifs, the university tendered Franklin 
field iu- a neutral ground for the context. 
Pennsylvania bears the entire expense. 
The university retains about 10,000 tickets, 
and th© Annapolis and West Point acad¬ 
emies distribute the remainder of the 23.- 
000 cards of admission. The enormous de¬ 
mand for tickets tills year is due to the 
announcement that the President will at¬ 
tend. The university authorities say that 
the applications at Pennsylvania alone 
have been fully 20,000 above the seats at 
the disposal of the athletic association. 
President Roosevelt will arrive here Satur¬ 
day morning, accompanied by a number 
of oth'r Government officials. The party 
will be escorted to the grounds by army 
and navy officers. During tho first half 
of the contest the President will *R with 
the followers of one of the academies, and 
during tho ten minutes’ Intermission be¬ 
tween the halves he will be escorted 
across the field and will occupy a scat 
with., the sympathisers of the other acad¬ 
emy for the remainder of the game. The 
President will return to Washington hn- 
mcdliitHy after the contest. Invitations 
have been sent to the Harvard, Yale, Cor¬ 
nell. Princeton and Columbia teams to 
w'trues* the gam©, and members of each 
ream have signified their intention of 
behi*, present. AJtogether the event Is ex¬ 
pected to bring together the most dlstln- 
giywh©d assemblage that h<*s ever seen a 
football gome.

CORBETT BELIEVES HE 

CAN DEFEAT IVIcGOVERN 


Insists HeGan Deal a Knock-out Blow With 
Lithce Hand—Not Afraid of Terry. 


F any 126-pound man In the world 
can beat Tern' McGovern, I 
can.” The speaker was William 
Roth well, of Denver, known In 
the twenty-four-foot ring as "Young Cor¬ 
bett." Ho was finishing his afternoon’s 
training work by a ferocious mauling of 
the punching bag. and the perspiration 
rolled in rivulets from his face and 
shoulders, says Charles F. Mathlson In 
the New York Telegraph. 

"Of course," said he, "1 fuly understand 
that McGovern Is a wonderful fighter, 
und be may be an altogether harder man 
than I think hj is, but I repeat that If I 
fall to beat Aim on Thanksgiving day 
then the 126-pounders m ay as well give 
him up for a bad Job.

Why He Is Confident. 

"The reason for my confidence is that 
I believe I can hit Just as hard as tha 
champion. I can take the knocks Just as 
well as he can. and I will not be beaten 
when I go Into the ring. I can deliver a 
knockout blow with either hand; and. an¬ 
other thing. 1 will not run away from him. 
There will be no tin-canning on my part. 

I will meet him more than half wuy. and 
I believe I can hit Just us quickly. Just 
as often and Just as hard as he. 

"Rest assured If 1 hit him so he goes 
to the floor, he will stay there. With the 
exception of Harry Forbes, McGovern has 
not met a man who would stand and 
fight him. They have all tried to Jab hlm^ 
W’lth a straight left and then get away. 
As for myself. I will begin to fight him as 
soon as the bell senda us to the center for 
the first round, and l will stick to, him 
until he stops me or I settle him. 

• • • 

Chance of His Life. 


"I think 1 am quite us strong as he is. 
I am but twenty-one years of age, and 


am In better condition now than ever 
before In my life. You see. I have had a 
month's good training, and I am now at 
weight. 1 realise that this la my great 
opportunity, and I Intend to make the ef¬ 
fort of my life." 

There was much In the actions and 
looks of the Denver fighter to warrant 
the confidence he has In himself. Phys¬ 
ically he strongly resembles McGovern, al¬ 
though lacking the champion’s sym¬ 
metry of build. Corbett has the square 
Jaw and short, thick neck of the typical 
fighter, and possesses a wide, deep cheat.

Legs Different. 

$ __ 

His legs arr short, and appear rather 
smnll compared to the slse of his trunk. 
He ha* a lat^e, muscular arm. but not so 
much reach as McGovern. He Is very 
quick on bis feet, and also with is hands, 
but It Is questionable If he possesses the 
tiger-like agility of the Brooklyn boy. 

In boxing with his sparring assistants, 
Charley Sieger and William Clancy, Cor¬ 
bett exhibited great versatility. He show¬ 
ed great nlmbleness on the feet, and side¬ 
stepped and danced about very cleverly. 

His favorite mode of procedure was at 
close quarters, where he worked a straight 
right for the heart and a left hook for 
the Jaw that were very effective. He also 
has a right-hand uppercut that he uses 
with damaging effect. 

• • • 

Effective At Short Range. 

In shortarm work he exerted himself 
like a carpet-beater, and seemed to know 
all the various combinations. He swings 
terrifically with either hand, and has a 
trick of rushing out of his corner and 
letting fly with both hands. He la a very 
quiet fellow, seldom making any asser¬ 
tions unions questioned closely. 

Unless all signs fall, thin Denverite 
should keep McGovern very busy on the 
afternoon of November 2 S.

Judge and Mr*. Charles P. Ferguson, 
of 205 East Front street. Jeffersonville, 
lived over again yesterday the day of 
their marriage dating back fifty years. 
The most prominent people of the city 
called to extend congratulations and 
wish them well. The reception was In¬ 
formal In its character. To-day. for It 
was on Thanksgiving day that Miss 
Samantha A. Henderson, then less than 
eighteen years old, became Judge Fer¬ 
guson’s bride, the members of the fami¬ 
ly living In Jeffersonville will celebrate 
the occasion with a dinner. 

Judge and Mrs. Ferguson have lived 
!n Jeffersonville for about twenty years. 
Previously their home was In. Charles¬ 
town. Mrs. Ferguson was born there 
sixty-seven yearsago. Her parents were 
Mr. and Mrs. T. W. Henderson. Judge 
Ferguson was born near Charlestown 
seventy-seven years ago. Benjamin 
Ferguson was his father. His mother 
was Sarah Hay, whose father was 
Clark county's first Sheriff when the 
county was organized In 180L 

Mrs. Ferguson was the first graduate 
of the Charlestown Female Seminary. 
Her husband attended the public school 
In Charlestown and the Indianapolis 
Academy. An apprenticeship served in 
a printing office assisted In giving him 
an education. Leaving the farm his 
first employment from home was a 
clerkship In a store in Louisville. He 
taught school afterward. At the age 
of twenty-five he was Journal clerk of 
the Indiana House of Representatives. 
Two years afterward his marriage took 
place In Charlestown. The Rev. H. H. 
Cambem. pastor of the Presbyterian 
^hurch, performed the ceremony. 

Those now living who attended the 
wedding were Magistrate B. T. Nixon, 
of Jeffersonville; Mr. and Mrs. M. B. 
Cole, who recently celebrated their fif¬ 
ty-third marriage anniversary; Mrs. 
Mary Gibson, mother of Judge G. H. D. 
Gibson; John Stockwell and William 
Ferrler. all of Charlestown; W. H. Hen¬ 
derson, of Louisville, a brother of Mrs. 
Ferguson. 

The living children of Judge and Mrs. 
Ferguson are: Charles S. Ferguson, city 
editor Jeffersonville Evening News; 
John D. Ferguson, of the Pennsylvania 
railroad. Pittsburg; Otto W. Ferguson, 
of Spencer, Ind.; Howard G. Ferguson, 
of Chicago, and Miss Mayme Ferguson, 
of Jeffersonville. Four children are 
dead. 

Mrs. Laura Barrett, who was the 
wife of Walter Ferguson, son of Judge 
nnd Mrs. Ferguson, who, at the time 
of his death, was a conductor on the 
Monon railroad. Is loved by the family 
os a daughter. The grandchildren are: 
Mrs. Worden P. Field, C. P. Feiguson, 
Jr., and Harry T. Ferguson, children of 
Charles S. Ferguson; James Ross Fer¬ 
guson. of Alameda, Cal., son of W#Uer 
Ferguson. 

Judge Ferguson was Identified with 
the courts of Clark county for fifty-four 
years, a record probably not equaled 
by any man In Indiana. He served 
as Deputy County Clerk under Eli Mc¬ 
Cauley and In 1851 w'as elected Clerk. 
In 1855 he was opposed for re-election 
by Mr. McCauley. The two made the 
canvass together, riding over the coun¬ 
ty In each other's company and sleep¬ 
ing and eating together. Mr. McCauley 
was defeated. Judge Ferguson la the 
only man whd ever succeeded himself 
ns Clerk for two full terms In Clark 
county. 

Next he began to practice law and 
was very successful. 

Judge Ferguson was sent to the In¬ 
diana Senate by the Democrats In 1800. 
He served with credit-.* In 1873 he was 
elected Common Pleas Judge. When 
the General Assembly abolished that 
court Judge Ferguson. In 1880. was elect¬ 
ed to the bench of the Clark Circuit 
Court. Floyd county was th**n a part 
of the circuit. He served two terms of 
twelve years each and In 1892 was suc¬ 
ceeded by Judge G. H. D. Gibson Judge 
Marsh, the present occupant of the 
bench, was at one time Judge Fergu¬ 
son's law partner. 

Few* of Judge Ferguson's decisions 
Wr*re reversed. 

The Judge has been voting the Dem¬ 
ocratic ticket since he cast his first bal¬ 
lot for Gen. Lewis Cass In 1848. It Is 
said of him that he could r sinfully 
claim every* public man in Indiana ns 
his warm friend. He has known many 
of the national characters In the last 
fifty years.

The recant severo 
pressure against Amalgamated Copper wax re¬ 
laxed and that stock rallied 1% after reacting 
to a shade under last night, but become com¬ 
paratively steady above that. A quieter tone 
on this atock was a relief to tha whole market, 
and the violent break In the row copper market 
In London and the heavy selling of Rio Tintos 
In Faria did not seen* to affect It. Thera were 
various other points of strength among minor 
railroad stocks In tho group of Coolers and 
Southwestern* and a large demand for South¬ 
ern Railway preferred lifted It at ono time 1%. 
Evansville and Terra Haute gained 4. New 
York Central was under pressure at different 
times on account of the failure of developments 
In the rumored Vanderbilt plan at yesterday's 
meeting of the directors of tbo Vanderbilt rail¬ 
road*. Thera was m»ce or less speculation, 
based on rumors that tho President's forthcom¬ 
ing message was to tak* strong ground for the 
Federal control or restriction of groat corpora¬ 
tions. Including tho Northern Securities Com¬ 
pany. There was some revived apprehension 
of further gold export*. Induced by the further 
recovery In foreign exchange, the hard<*ntng of 
money rates In London and the renewed de¬ 
cline In *terllng exchange at Paris, all of 
which developments go to Intensify tho pres¬ 
sure Upon New York for gold. The cxt»re*sed 
confidence of Berlin financiers, according to 
cabled report*, that further gold was to go 
from New York to that point wa* also a dis¬ 
quieting Influence Berlin re(w>rts the first 
awakening from the long-continued stagnation 
In Its stork market, and It Is said that Ameri¬ 
can capitalists have been watchful for a 
turning point in that market to lake advan¬ 
tage of the depression of values for the placing 
of some capital. The announcement that the 
United States 8teel Corporation syndicate was 
returning to It ssutrscriher* the 12% i*ef cent, 
returning to Its subscribers tho 12% j»er cent, 
amounted to $ 25 . 000 .(K) 0 , did not affect the 
Corporation stocks, which maintained their r*- 
cent stability. This operation is expected to fig¬ 
ure principally In the loan Item of tho banks 
as a cancellation or loans Last week's heavy 
loan contraction, may find an explanation In 
this development.

KERR AND FITZHUGH HELD IN 
$6,000 EACH. 

MRS. MAXWELL'S JUDGMENT. 


Judge Field heard argument yester¬ 
day for a new trial In the slander suit 
of Miss Clara Moredock against J. B. 
Kirby for- $5,000 damages and in which 
she recovered a verdict for $2,000. Mr 
J. T. O’Neal, who argued the motion 
for the defendant, took as his leading 
ground the contention that Judge Field 
erred In an Instruction, where he di¬ 
rected the jury to find for the plaintiff 
unless they believed that the charge or 
theft made by the defendant was sub¬ 
stantially true, “and that the said 
charge was not made by the defendant 
against the plaintiff maliciously/' 

Mr. O’Neal argued that the word 
“and" vitiated the instruction—that the 
word “or" should have been used. He 
insisted. In other words, that the truth¬ 
fulness of the charge and maJlcloue- 
ness should be made alternative. Judge 
Field took the motion under advise¬ 
ment. _j_ 

Kerr and Fitzhugh Held. 

Judge McCann yesterday held Louis 
Kerr and John Fitzhugh to answer U» 
the grand Jury on three charges of 
housebreaking and three of grand larce. 
ny against each of them. The bail was 
fixed at $1,000 on each chaTge. making 
$6,000 for each man. The genera 1 charge 
against the accused is that they used 
skeleton keys to enter business houses 
and stole a large amount of goods. 

Both of the men waived examination, 
but Mr. Aaron Kohn. who assisted In the 
prosecution, said that he desired to ad¬ 
duce enough testimony to warrant the 
grand Jury’s finding Indictments. 

S. Bhaplnsky, of Shaplnsky & Co., tes 
tilled that their store had been entered 
by means of a false key and had been 
robbed of about $500 worth of silk hand, 
kerchiefs and stockings.

Detective R^ss testified to finding a 
lot of the Kolen goods at the house of 
Robert Harris, 613 Third street. Fitz¬ 
hugh and Harris were seen going into 
Harris' house with a bundle and com¬ 
ing out without it said that h* 

found a number of skeleton keys in th* 
house and tools to make them with. 

Harris is under arrest on the charge 
of knowingly receiving stolen goods. 
Judge McCann held him to answer In 
$300 ball. He may be used as a witness 
by the Common wealth.
